It's been a few weeks since we've turned in our cards that asked how we would "walk with Jesus" and 
give, as we feel called. I believe a few more have come since then. A total of nineteen cards came in, 
nineteen out of a possible fifty. This may not sound like a lot, but that is a return of 38%. "They" say we 
should consider a stewardship drive a success if you get back 35-40% of cards. So, we fall right into that 
percentage. We're a "success," however; I wonder how you feel about that return? More importantly, I 
wonder where CTK is at on your radar. I know I see it day in and day out, so it stares me in the face, but I 
wonder if you realize just where we're at as a church financially. In order to make ends meet these last 
few months our staff have taken pay cuts and we've cut our giving to the Synod. In the next few months 
we will have to decide what we can participate in community wide while still honoring our already slim 
budget. Things such as Lapeer Days or being a called presence helping in the community. I wonder how 
soon we will have to choose between rent and paying staff at all. In short, I'm scared for our 
congregation. The total giving from those nineteen cards came to roughly $57,000; our budget for the 
year is approximately $179,000. That means we have to come up with a "faith giving" of nearly $122,000 
in order to meet our budget. Again, I'm afraid for our congregation, I don't know what our future holds, 
but when I think about it, I also have faith. Faith in God and faith in each other to come together and 
figure this out as one. Please keep CTK on your radar and share your thoughts as we move forward day 
by day. Together we will come out of the fog renewed.
